Gillman  To  Teach  Two  Courses 
In  Sherr  Institute  This  Winter 


Other  Courses  Continue 
From  Fall  Semester 


Dr.  Neil  Gillman,  Associate  Provost  and 
Assistant  Professor  of  Philosophies  of 
Judaism  at  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  of  America,  will  teach  two  new 
and  exciting  courses  in  the  Sherr  Institute  of 
Adult  Jewish  Studies  this  winter. 

For  five  Wednesday  evenings,  beginning 
on  January  16  at  8  p.m.,  Dr.  Gillman  will 
teach  a  course  entitled  “Saadia  and 
Halevi”.  As  noted  in  the  catalog,  these  two 
masters  of  medieval  Jewish  thought 
presented  their  contemporaries  with  two 
contrasting  perspectives  of  their  age.  Those 
who  have  studied  with  Dr.  Gillman  in  the 
past  know  that  whatever  the  material,  he 
deftly  draws  parallels  with  today  making  his 
subject  matter  relevant  to  an  understanding 
of  how  and  what  we  believe  is  tru:. 

A  course  which  has  to  be  a  “must”  for 
all  of  us  as  Conservative  Jews  is  a  course 
Dr.  Gillman  will  be  teaching  in  February  on 
the  “Ideology  of  Conservative  Judaism”. 
In  this  course,  which  begins  on  Wednesday, 
February  20  at  8  p.m.,  Dr.  Gillman  will 
trace  the  development  of  the  Conservative 
movement  from  the  mid-nineteenth  century 
to  the  present.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on 
The  contributions  of  major  thinkers 
Yhechter,  Kaplan  and  Heschel,  as  well  as 
•5'n  the  ‘ordination  of  women  issue’  as  a 
watershed  in  the  movement’s  history.

Rita  E.  Hauser,  former  United  States  Representative  to  the  United  Nations  Commission 
on  Human  Rights,  will  be  the  guest  speaker  at  the  Women’s  Evening  Group  Shabbat  Service, 
Friday,  January  25  at  8:30  p.m.  Mrs.  Hauser  will  address  the  congregation  on  “Human  Rights 
in  a  Troubled  World”. 

Mrs.  Hauser  graduated  from  Hunter  College,  received  a  doctorate  in  Political  Economy 
from  the  University  of  Strasbourg  (France)  and  went  on  to  receive  an  LL.B.  from  New  York 
University,  having  attended  the  Harvard  Law  School  for  a  year.  She  also  holds  a  Licence  en 
droit  (French  law  degree)  from  the  University  of  Paris  Law 
Faculty.  She  is  married  and  the  mother  of  two  children. 

Mrs.  Hauser  has  been  able  to  balance  the  demands  of 
career,  public  service  and  home.  She  is  a  senior  law  partner  of 
a  leading  New  York  law  firm  and  has  devoted  much  time  to 
public  service.  She  sits  on  three  corporate  boards  and  is  a 
member  of  professional,  educational  and  philanthropic 
organizations. 

Currently,  she  serves  as  Chair  of  the  Advisory  Group  of 
the  International  Parliamentary  Group  for  Human  Rights  in 
the  Soviet  Union.  She  was  the  co-chair,  in  1976,  of  the 
Presidential  Debates  Project  of  the  League  of  Woman  Voters 
Education  Fund  and  was  a  member  of  the  United  States  Delegation  to  the  World  Conference 
of  the  International  Women’s  Year  held  in  Mexico  City  in  the  Summer  of  1975.  She  was  also  a 
member  of  the  United  States  Delegation  to  the  24th  United  Nations  General  Assembly.

Synagogue  Membership 
And  The  Daily  Minyan 

At  the  last  reception  for  new  members, 
we  were  thrilled  to  welcome  160  new 
families  into  our  Synagogue  -  may  their 
tribe  increase!  This  brings  our  total 
membership  to  an  all-time  high  of  just 
under  1200  families.  Synagogue  member¬ 
ship  means  different  things  to  different 
people,  and  there  are  many  reasons  for  peo¬ 
ple  to  join.  But  whatever  the  overt  reason, 
there  is  an  underlying  thread  which  binds  all 
members  together  —  the  fellowship  of  the 
Jewish  people.  The  need  to  belong  to  one’s 
own  group,  the  need  to  be  with  fellow  Jews 
at  high  points  during  the  year,  the  need  to 
belong  to  a  warm  and  embracing  family 
whose  history  and  destiny  you  share. 

This  broad  term,  “fellowship”,  means  a 
deep  concern  that  our  synagogue  fulfill  its 
three-fold  purpose:  to  be  a  house  of  prayer, 
a  house  of  study  and  a  house  of  assembly. 
Notice  that  “house  of  prayer”  heads  the 
list.  Prayer  is  paramount  in  the  synagogue’s 
list  of  priorities.  Without  prayer  its  other 
purposes  can  be  fulfilled  by  a  school  or  a 
community  center.  What  sets  the  synagogue 
apart  is  its  uniquenss  as  a  House  of  Prayer, 
a  function  not  duplicated  any  place  else. 

Therefore,  it  should  be  the  highest  priori¬ 
ty  for  a  synagogue  member,  new  and  old,  to 
help  assure  the  continuum  of  prayer  within 
the  synagogue  walls:  holiday  prayer,  Sab¬ 
bath  prayer,  and  perhaps  most  important, 
daily  prayer.  We  have  almost  1200  member 
families.  Surely  it  should  be  no  problem  to 
maintain  our  daily  minyan  of  ten  men  and 
women.  If  every  member  were  to  attend  one 
service  a  month,  the  minyan  would  be 
assured  of  a  long  and  healthy  life. 

For  your  own  spiritual  well-being  and  for 
the  many  men  and  women  from  this  com¬ 
munity  and  the  world  over  who  come  to  us 
to  fulfill  the  mitzvah  of  daily  prayer  and  the 
recital  of  Kaddish,  enlist  yourself  in  this 
basic  service  of  our  Synagogue.  Great  will 
be  your  reward.

Book  By  Rabbi  Nadich 
Lauded  In  Review 

Marc  Saperstein  recently  reviewed  the 
current  book  by  Rabbi  Nadich,  Jewish 
Legends  of  the  Second  Commonwealth,  in 
an  issue  of  “The  Journal  of  the  American 
Academy  of  Religion”,  published  by  the 
University  of  Iowa. 

In  his  review,  Mr.  Saperstein  rotes  that 
“Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  has  modelled  his 
work  after  Louis  Ginzberg’s  magisterial 
Legends  of  the  Jews,  picking  up 
chronologically  where  Ginzberg  ended.  The 
format  is  similar:  a  continuous  narrative 
supplemented  in  the  notes  by  a  detailed 
scholarly  discussion  of  the  underlying 
sources.  The  result  is  an  abundant  quarry 
of  materials  evoking  the  Jewish  experience 
^antiquity.  .  .  It  is  a  welcome  and  useful 
-volume,  both  as  a  reference  work  and  as  an 
eminently  enjoyable  and  informative  in¬ 
troduction  to  the  historical  self¬ 
understanding  of  the  sages.”

All  About  Tu  Bishevat 

Tu  Bishevat  begins  at  sundown,  Tuesday, 
February  5  and  concludes  at  sundown, 
Wednesday,  February  6. 

The  rabbis  of  the  Talmud  speak  of  the 
New  Year  for  Trees.  According  to  the 
School  of  Shammai  it  was  to  be  celebrated 
on  the  first  day  of  the  Hebrew  month  of 
Shevat,  but  the  School  of  Hillel  said  that  it 
was  to  be  observed  on  the  15th  day  of  the 
month  of  Shevat.  It  was  the  decision  of  the 
School  of  Hillel  that  was  accepted  popular¬ 
ly  and  since  the  days  of  the  first  century  of 
the  Common  era,  the  15th  day  of  the  month 
of  Shevat  has  been  celebrated  as  the  New 
Year  for  Trees. 

This  minor  holiday  is  also  called 
Hamishah  Asar  be-Shevat,  w'hich  means 
the  15th  day  of  Shevat.  It  is  also  called  Tu 
be-Shevat,  the  Hebrew  letters  Tet  and  Vav 
standing  for  the  number  15  and  the  two  let¬ 
ters  together  are  popularly  pronounced, 
“Tu”. 

No  special  liturgy  or  festivity  is  described 
for  the  day  and  its  observance  consists 
simply  in  the  omission  of  the  Tahanun 
prayer  from  the  daily  service  and  in  the 
eating  of  those  fruits  that  grow  in  Israel, 
such  as  figs,  dates,  carob,  etc.  The  eating  of 
these  fruits  as  a  symbol  was  not  practiced, 
however,  until  the  16th  century.  It  is  proba¬ 
bly  that  trees  were  once  actually  planted  on 
this  day  in  ancient  times  and  that  therefore 
this  new  year’s  day  was  merely  a  fixed  day 
in  the  agricultural  calendar.  When  the  Jews 
subsequently  were  compelled  to  give  up 
agriculture,  the  observance  became  sym¬ 
bolic. 

However,  in  Israel  today,  the  ancient 
practice  has  been  revived  and  school 
children  and  others  plant  trees  on  this  day. 
In  our  Religious  School,  the  children  plant 
trees  in  Israel  through  the  Jewish  National 
Fund.
